Incomplete, unofficial

county Saturday indicated approv- 
al of the proposition for hiking the 
tax levy for the maintenntce, con- 
struction and support of the Na- 
varro Junior College from 10 to 20 
cents on the $100 valuation.

120,000,000. 
The board of regents of the col- 
lege will meet Friday and official- 
ly canvass and declare the retults.

AUSTIN, July 21.—{&>—A state 
ad valorem tax rate of 72 cents on 
the $100 valuation was set today 
by the automatic tax board. 


This compares with the current 
37 cents. 


Taxes under the new rate are 
payable, beginning Oct. 1. 


The ne*" rate breaks down on 


the"bnHis'V>r *J6 cerfts per 100 val- 
uation for general revenue 
fund 


support, 35 cents for the available 
school fund, and two cents for the 
Confederate veteran pension fund. 


A year ago, because of the big 


general revenue fund surplus that 
existed then, the automatic 
tax 
board dropped ad valorem taxes 
for 1946 for general fund support. 
This action had produced the low- 
est rate since 1912.

IN BILL PASSED BY 
HOUSE, BUT DOOMED 


SENATE NOT TO TAKE UP 
BAN ON 7-STATE LEVY 
BEFORE ADJOURNMENT 


WASHINGTON, July Z-l.—yP)— 


Legislation to outlaw the poll tax 
as a .requirement for voting in fed- 
eral elections was passed today by 
the house. It now goes to the sen- 
ate. 


Ths vote was 290 to 112. 
There are no plans for considera- 


tion of the bill this year In the sen- 
ate, where It was been blocked re- 
peatedly In the past by Southern 
filibusters. 


Called Up unexpectedly, house ac- 


tion came over the futile objections 
of a group of Southern representa- 
tives who tried parliamentary de- 
vices to block a final vote. They 
succeeecled only in delaying the 
showdown 'several hours. 
Rankln, Texan Opposed 


Led by Rep*. Rankln (De-Miss) 


and Plckett (D-Tex), the Southern- 
ers asserted the legislation Invades 
the rights of states to run their 
own elections and thereby violates 
the constitution. 


Proponents said the seven south- 
ern states that have poll taxes hav« 
Used the tax 
to 
prevent 
large 
groups of citizens from voting, in 
violation of the constitution. 
The legislation applies 
to pri- 


mary as well as general elections 
and would affect only votlnu for 
presidential 
and vice-presidential 


electors and for members of Con- 
gress. It does not apply to electltons 
for stnto or local offices, 


Seven States Affected 
The savon states whch still levy 


poll taxes are Virginia, Texas, Mis- 
sissippi, Tennessee, South Carolina, 
Alabama and Arkansas. 


The bill was called up under pro- 


cedure requiring approval of two- 
thirds of those voting with 
a 


quorum present In order to send it 
to the senate, where action this year 
is unlikely. 


House 
leaders said 
privately 


they have the necessary votes, but 
there Is the prospect of a filibuster 
by southern state representatives 
opposed to the bill, 


Quorum Vota Taken 


Rep. Rankln (D-Miss), leader of 


the opponents, promptly forced a 
roll-call by insisting on the pres- 
ence of a quorum. 


While the Republican leadership 
had announced plans to take up the 
bill thib week, there was no advancn 
notice that It would come up at the 
start of today's session. 


Rankln's quorum call produced 


368 members, A subsequent test of 
strength of a parliamentary rnovo 
by Runkln to forco another roll call 
Indicated that the bill would pass 
If It came to a vote.
